The K<u;ciit Uxplusions. 

London, .Tune- 2. — It is bolievod by 
' many people hero that ex^)losiol^ were not 
the doings of Iri.sh-Ainoricana, but of 
Anglo-lrishmeii. Tlio dynamite waa iv^ak, 
and was probably made in KiiKlaml. A'ory 
little, if any of it, could have beuti itu- 
ported. It is now remembered that some 
of the dynamite leaders in New York have 
for some time been advocating the in- 
ability of seiidiiit; dyiiatnite to England. 
This new feature of the explosiona makes 
it all tha more suriou.s for the Iriah in 
London. Tlie |)olico theory h that the 
dynamiters aimed to conouiitrate public 
excitement abuut Trafalgar square, in 
order to obtain a clear field for operations 
elsewhere. The conspirators hoped to 
cause an iiniiiensu riinh of ))Ooplu from St. 
James park and otlier rcaori.s m the vicin- 
ity, aiul Cnlculated that tlie expkiaioii in 
Scotland Yard would utill further distract 
the attention of the police and the public, 
increase the panic and leave thu way clear 
for an attack on the government oSices 
and houses of parliament. The London 
press will doiimiid Rossa's arrest. One 
etfeot of the outragea will be to Heetira the 
conviction and long terms of impnaon- 
mentfor Dalny, Egan aiitl iMuDoiiaid, who 
are now on trial at Biriniiighani for trea- 
son felony, in connection with dynamite 
conspiracies. 

Suicides iu Vieiiua. 

A dispatch to the London Telegraph 
say.s: Vienna was recently the scene uf 
another tragedy. On Friday last a young 
couple arrived at a small hotel in tho su- 
burbs of RiHsan, where they took a ruorn 
for the night. Yesterdiiy at noon tho 
chambermaid belonging to the hotel dis- 
covered theni lying dead on tho floor of 
their room in the midst of a jjool of bltuid 
both allot through the heart, a six eliatub- 
ored re»"olver lying ne.ir lliein. The girl 
had flowers in lior hair, and Iier cunipaiiion 
a bouquet in his button liolo compoaed of 
Hungarian colors — red, white and greon. 
They had left three letters on the table 
hearing the following inacription: "Wo 
die as lirido and bfidegroom- -(Signed) 
Gortrnde, John." One of the letler.'i, ad- 
dressed to a friend of tho girl's, explained 
that they had boon driven by despair to 
commit suicide. They had endeavored to 
find a means of livelihood, but to no pur- 
pone, and dreading separation had courted 
death together. Tho bodies havo boon 
ideiitiliod as those of m commercial clerk 
residing in Vienna, and of hia 3wuetlieart,ii 
aeamatroas of Hungarian nationality. Aii- 
other sensational suicide occurred yeator- 
day. A young lady belonging to a highly 
respectable family of Preslmrg, and who 
was on a visit to some friends in Vienna, 
threw herself out of tho window from tho 
third story, death being instantaneous. 
The alleged motive is temporary insanity.

First bay's Proccci1iiig:s. 

CuiL'A(io,June 3. — The Republican Na- 
tional Convention convened at noon to- 
day. The thst to arrive on the scene 
were the stn 11' of correspondents and as- 
sistants reprejentii\g the groat journals of 
the entire country. Rev. Dr. Frank Bris- 
tol, of Chicago, offered the prayer, after 
which thu house was called to order by 
Col. J. A. Martin, secretary of the con- 
vention, lie said Chicago was known as 
tho convention city. It was the field of 
republican victory. Here >t wii* that tho 
immortal patriot Abraham Lincoln, was 
chosen. Uere the party chose that great 
chieftain, General Grant. Uere it nomin- 
ated that honoreil soldier, that reproaenta- 
tive citizen, J. A. (larlield. (Cheers.) 
Every action of. the party on lliia historical 
ground had beun followed by victory. 
Having succeeded against its opponents 
on all former occasions it waa about to 
put its house in order for another contiict. 
lie closed with an e.\preaaion of lioiie for 
victory, and propoaeti for tenipur.iry chair- 
man Lion. Powell Clayton of Arkansas. 
When the chairman had cenchidod and 
made tho nomination of Clayton, Mr 11. 
C Dudge of Massachusetts proposed llie 
name of John R. Lynch, of iMi.-)ais-fi[)iji 
He said they recogni/.ed tiie clanna of the 
south, and therefore he had iiro|n)sed tliia 
auconil namu as ono acceptable to the ro- 
publican convention. 

Silas B. Buichor,of New York,aecondBd 
the nomination. 

Thereupon followed debate which lasted 
on hour. The roll call was then proceec'ed 
with, a N ote being taken al the aamu time 
which reanlted in 4'Jli votes for Lynch to 
381) for Clayton. At 3:32 p m. Lynch 
was escorted to the chair by Clayton an t 
was received with cheers.

V^'AaU^.^u ro.N , May 27. — i uliy will soon 
introduce a joint resolution in the house

Hia de- 
luded followers have eagerly assented to 
the claim, and speak of him as a veritable 
Christ. A gentleman just arrived from one 
of the haunts of the inipoater declares his 
dupes worship him . 

ALiii.NY, May 30. -Last night .Mrs 
Cliriatoplier Sclirifor, insane, cut the 
throats of her four little children. The 
heads of all were nearly severed. Tho 
woman seized a nine year old. daughter, 
ran to tho railroad, ant down on tho rails 
and waited for the tram to kill them.
